West Point, N. Y., Dee. 4.-Coloncl Al- 


bert M.. Mills, superintendent of the Mili- 
tary academy, has made the following 
statement, which is the only authentic 
one coming from him that has yet been 
published regarding the Booz hazing 
case: 
"The many statements made in the 


press of the country alleging that Oscar 
TJ. Booz was atrociously hazed while he 
was a cadet at the Military academy to 
such an extent that he is now dying from 
its effects are untrue and ridiculous. Kx- 
Cadct Booz was admitted to the Military 
academy June 20,18D8, and resigned Oct. 
31,1808. He was on sick report but once, 
July 30, when he was excused from the 
drifts for that day on account of diar- 
rhea. Had he been brutally beaten in a 
fight with another cadet or had his throat 
been injured in the manner claimed it 
would have been impossible for him to 
have avoided the sick report. 


"The reason given for his resignation 


was weak eyes. His record shov s he was 
in the last section in mathematics, and 
the marks he received to the date of his 
resignation were deficient. I believe there- 
in lies the real cause of his resignation, 
and I think it most probable the stories 
of bis alleged ill treatment arise from 
statements he has made in endeavoring 
to explain to his friend* his reasons for 
leaving the academy. He made no com- 
plaint of ill treatment at the hands of 
other cadets. lie was under orders to do 
ao if btieli was accorded him. From in- 
quiries made I am convinced this puiticu- 
lar cudct was little interfered with or mo- 
lested by older cadets during his entire 
stay at the Military academy."

The way M. Ferel proved this was as 


follows: 
lie iniide a glass funnel,'one end small- 


er than thc other, which he placed, the 
small end downwaid, in the center,of a 
BQimre of plain glass some six inche* 
wide, fitting closely enough to prevent 
the little insects from crawling out un- 
denieath. 
• ' 
" , 


He then took a number of ants in a 


bunch about the size of an ordinary 
horse chestnut free from any foreign sub- 
stances nnd, lifting up the funnel, dior/- 
ped the" cluster of insects inside. 


While the ants were still in. a state pf 


bewilderment and before any of them 
could reach the edge of the glass the ex- 
perimenter 
covered 
it with 
another 


square similar to the one already in use, 
which had been surrounded a. short dis- 
tance from its edge by a rim of putty. 


This effectually confined the little in- 


sects and pre\ ented their being' crashed. 


The two plates of glass were then 


pressed together to within, approximate- 
ly, the thickness of an ant's body, but 
closer on one side than on the other, so 
as to hold some fast and incapable o£ 
moving, while others could move about in 
their narrow prison where they liked. 


On applying this box of ants to the ear 


as though it had been a watch M. Ferel! 
was astonished to hear a regular and j 
continuous buzzing noise, somewhat siuii-| 
lar to the sound made by water when I 
boiling in an op«n vessel, though some- 
times a higher note would be struck by 
one or another of the ants. 


Further study of the box of prisoners 


revealed many interesting facts. 
The- 


free ants were seen to advance to the 
sides of the ones that could not move and 
to endeavor with all their strength to re- 
lease the prisoners. It was then that the 
sounds made by the ants became louder 
and more strident. It was evident that 
these sounds conveyed some meaning, for 
a palpable difference was to be found in 
the minute utterances, which must have 
been intelligible to the tiny captives. 


Then e«rne the problem. How was thc 


's6und made? M. Ferel proceeded to at 
once make minute investigations and 
submitted live ants to the scrutiny of a 
very powerful microscope. 


Here, again, an interesting discovery 


was in store for the investigator. The 
sides of the little insects were found to 
be in one particular place rough and 
scaly, resembling—though of course on a 
tiny scale—the teeth of a saw. It was by 
rubbing this that the ant made the sound 
thac had rewarded the scientist's re- 
search. 


M. Ferel then took a couple of ants nnd 


confined them, in the glass box alrcndy 
described, imprisoning the one and giving 
the other liberty to move. 


The ant that had free use of his limbs 


became at once intensely excited. It rush- 
ed about, making what must have been— 
taking into consideration the comparative 
size of a man and an ant—a terrible noise. 
The modulations of the insect's mode of 
expression were plainly heard by the sci- 
entist. 


Then, having apparently exhausted an 


exceedingly copious vocabulary, the nnt, 
in despair of liberating its companion, 
dashed at it and killed it. This was evi- 
dently to the insect the only course left 
open.—Chicago Chronicle. '

"No tale of tbe fortunes which have 


been built up by North Americans in the 
epublics of Latba. "America," says Doug- 
lass Whit* in Ainslee's, "would be com- 
plete without reference to the career of 
Henry Meigps. His operations in Chile 
and Peru form the most spectacular sto- 
ry of finance which South America has 
ever furnished, and beyond a doubt had 
he been, Tinted but a few more, years of 
ifo'he wouHl have died one of the richest 
men, 
if not the richest man, in. the world. 


To him the amount of money involved in 
a transaction cut no figure, and he dealt 
n millions with less worry than ordinary 
perators handle thousands. 
"Henry Meiggs learned tbe lesson of 


finance in a school where large figures 
were common. As a young man he, pass- 
ed thiough tbe years when California 
was tbe woild's El Dorado and gold was 
moie plentiful in some sections than was 
tbe water with which to -wash it. He 
rose to the crest of the golden wave, and 
his fortune was estimated then at sever- 
al millions. The time of reaction caught 
him loaded with properties upon which be 
could not quickly realize readv coin, and 
with many others he sank before the 
:lood, not only losing' his property, but 
buried under an avalanche of debt. 


"In October, 1854, Meiggs left San 


Francisco not only a ruiacd man, but a 
fugitive debtor. 


'For several years bis whereabouts 


wcie unknown, and then word came up 
from tbe south Pacific of the gigantic op- 
orations then being engineered by a dar- 
ng speculator named Meiggs. Investiga- 
ion showed this to be none otkei thun 
Henry Meigirs, the man who had fled 
from debt in California. Then Meiggs' 
creditors began to heir from him, and 
one by one the California debts weie 
wiped out. Even a washerwoman to 
whom he owed p few dollars was sought 
out by his agents, who were instiucted to 
pay not only the loug standing laundry 
bill, but to add enoueb gold to place tbe 
poor woman forpver beyond wont. One 
iOt of dcbtp Meiggs declined to pay until 
by a readjustment the full amount of the 
claims might be passed to the original 
cieditor«i. These \\eie claims which had 
been purchased for a song bv specula- 
:ors 
when the first rumor of Meiggs* 


South Aroeiican success i cached the Cal- 
ifornia const. To tbe clamoious biokers 
he turned a deaf ear, but d<>clar*d him- 
self ready at any time to meet the full 
obligations, with inteiest, if be could pay 
the sum claimed into tbe hands of his 
original creditors. For a time tho bro- 
kers held out, but as Meiggs was snfe 
from attack they finally weie obliged to 
yield, and the money for thousands of 
Meiggs' debts was thus forced by him 
into the possession of its ugbtful owners. 


"Meanwhile tho South Am«i!con for- 


tune bad gionn. Meiggs cleared a full 
million from a contract for tbe building 
of Chile's first rnihond between the poit 
of Valpaiaiso and Santiago de Chile. 


"Next came the construction of Peru's 


original railway line between Mollendo 
and Aiequlpa. which doubled Mcigps' 
fortune. 
Every contract was made di- 


rectly with tho government of the lepub- 
bc wheieln the roa'l v\as to be built. 
Scheme after scheme, each more gigantic 
than the othoi, was successfully can-led 
out. MeigRS at one time offered to build 
a breakwater at tbe mouth of Valparai- 
so's harbor if the Chilean govauiment 
would give him a 09 joar ICIISB of its 
sheltered side. Forty millions would this 
venture have cost, but the principal har- 
bor of Chllo uould ha\o bec-n rendeied 
safe for all time. The Chileans fcaied 
Meiggs' lapid strides to wealth and de- 
manded a laige price for the rental of 
the sheltei cd side of the breakwater, 
even should the woik be done without 
cost to tbe icpublic. 
Consequently the 


project failed, and today the wind swept 
bay is without protection. 


"In 1870 tbe financial world was 


amazed by' tho magnitude of a coutiact 
entered into between Meiggs and tbe 
Pciuvian goveinment. This called for 
the construction of a complete Peruvian 
railway system, even to a line ciossnig 
the summit of tbe Andes. Meiggs was to 
deliver the Mn^s ready for operation and 
receive tbe sum of $125,000.000 in gold, 
payable in installments as the work pro- 
gressed. 


"At first the money cime promptly, 


then Pern was forced to borrow to meet 
the Meiggs contract, and finally, when 
European loans could not be effected. 
Meiggs accepted the obligations of the 
Pciuvian government until he practically 
owned the republic. Even the assassina- 
tion of bis ftiend. Colonel Balta, then 
'president of Peru, failed to "interfere 
|With tbe railway plans. 


"Finally Peru could do no more, and 


Meiggs' own fortune was tied up in the 
building of the railways. So for lack of 
money the work was slopped. Negotia- 
tions'" for a further Joan from Europe, 
with Meiggs' assistance, were almost 
consummated when, in 1877, death cut 
off the most remarkable career of any 
[Yankee In South America. 
With his 


death the loan negotiations failed, and 
then followed Peru's unfortunate wnr 
with Chile. Until 1S84 the Meiggs rail- 
way operations slumbered. Tn that year 
.when peace came 'to the two i epublics 
|the 8rm of W. R. Grace & Co. took up 
the Meiggs contract. 
I- "In spite of his success Meiggs never 
revisited . the state of California. His 
trials thero seemed to havo created in 
[him an aversion for the place. Even a 
resolution passed by the California legis- 
lature asking' him to return failed to in- 
fluence him to visit tbe state. 
(f ?One of the peculiarities which char- 
acterized this brilliant operator vras that 
he' always worked alone. There never

At the present day physicians no lon- 


ger regard scrofula as a distinct dis- 
ease, but the term IB still used in an in- 
definite way to designate the presence of . 
enlarged glands in the neck and a tend- 
ency to chronic inflammations in tbe skia 
•nd mucous membranes. 


Tbe lymphatic glands in the neck are 


pi one to enlarge on very slight provoca- 
tion. It is common, for example, to find 
the glands beneath the jaw swollen as a 
result of iriitation from a decayed tooth, 
a cauker sore or any other abnormal 
condition in the- mouth, but the swelling 
in such cat.es is usually transient and 
subsides with the ^disappearance of the 
cause. Not so, however, with "scrofu- 
lous" glands. These remain peimanently 
enlarged, perhaps slowly increasing in 
size. 


They are at first hard, but later become 


soft, as a theesy mutter forms in the in- 
terior, and eventually break down, giv- 
ing issue to a chionic discharge, which is 
succeeded by an uu&ightly scairing of 
the neck. 


The disease is the same as consump- 


tion, the seat of the tuberculosis being 
the glands in the neck instead of the 
luui;8. It is not in itself dnugeious to 
life, but its piesence indicates that the 
siifTotcr is vulnerable to tuberculosis and 
is consequently a candidate for con- 
sumption unless preventive treatment is 
at puce undertaken. 


This pieventive treatment is mainly 


twofold — good food and fiesh air and 
sunlight. Tbe child, for children are the 
usual sufferers from "scrofulous neck," 
should have an abundance of nourishing, 
well cooked food and should be encour- 
aged to cat a little at a time and often 
rather than to take the ordinary throe 
large meals a day. Plenty of butter and 
a cam should enter into the dietary, and 
cod liver oil may be taken with advan- 
tage if it docs not disturb the appetite or 
the digestion. 


Summer and winter tho patient should 


spend most of tho day in the open aic 
(schooling can wait) and at night must 
sleep with the windows wide open. Sun- 
shine is inimical to the tubercle bacillus, 
a ud a vulnerable peison should be iu it 
as much as possible. 


If the glands iu the neck begin to cof- 


tcii, it is generally advisable to ba\e 
them reinoM'd, fov if this is not done 
they will finally break down and dis- 
charge, and the resulting scars will be 
much more conspicuous than those that 
would have been left aftei the catting of 
the glands. Besides, thcic is alwajs dan- 
ger of the disease spreading to the lungs 
or othci puits of tbe body BO loug as the 
tuberculous glands aie allowed to ic- 
main. — Youth's Companion.

Fenrs That It May Have Wrought 


Havoc Along Our Coast. 


The siorm which commenced to lash 


Portsmouth on Tuesday afternoon and 
kept the city in its grip all through the 
night goes ou record as the moat severe 
of any since the northeaster which. dro?e 
the ill-stamdsidewlieeler Portland down 
the coast and into the jaws of death that 
y,iwoed blackly for her off Provincetown. 
The seafaring men in town who spoke of 
the matter on Tuesday night all agreed 
npon this. They said that the remainder 
of ttio uiuter will huve to exert all the 
devilish devices at its command to send 
dovt n upon sea and land a tempest more 
terriQc than this nolable sou'easter of 
December fourth and fifth. 


It is believed that most of the ship 


ping off this coast made for the shelter 
inside directly tbe official warning was 
put forlh. 
If they did so, then sea- 


port towns may be spared the familiar 
sorrows of stark bodies o; fathers and 
sons brought ashore by a sullen surf—oi 
rent sails, splintered planking and 
snarled rigging lying all in a mourn- 
ful tangle on the drenched sands. 
There is a fear that will not down, how- 
eyer, that some coastwise shipping 
may have been overwhelmed before it 
could get in out of tho open and that 
the aftnrmath of the storm may be as of 
yore—sadness in homes of Bailor folk 
and tales of tragedy. 


Whether there were any vtssela in 


distress off the Maine or New Hamp 
slnre eoaot on Tuesday night could not 
bo learned,for the telephone service had 
been put awry and^it was impossible to 
talk with any of the life-saving sta- 
tions. 


The storm grew m intensity all Tues- 


day afternoon. 
Shivering coasters 


came scudding into the lower harbor 
in bedraggled swarms, to escape the 
wrath of the blist. The const,u.e wab 
smitten by surges that cast their spnmo 
far up beyond hightido mark. 
Each 


lighthouse alongshore stood at bay 
against tho combined elements in all 
tlieir fury. 


Tho weather bureau made an excel- 


lent hazard on the storm. 
At uine 


o'clock in the morning signals had been 
ordered displayed from the Delaware 
breakwater to Boston, for a storm gf 
"marked energy," then central over 
northern North Carolina and moving in 
a northeasterly direction. High north 
east winds were predicted for afternoon 
and night with ruin. The "marked en- 
ergy" was very greatly to the fore. So 
were the winds and the rain. 


By midnight the gale was blowing 


more •violently than ever and the air was 
streaked with Hying threads of rain.

Schooner Almost Onto the Beach at York- 


Barkentine at Wells Crippled, 


The fishing schooner Mary A. Brown 
f Gloucester went ashore near Little 
Joar's Head at about 2 o'clock this 
morning and in ten minutes after she 
truck on the rocks wan nothing but a 
mass of wreckage in bits as small an 


indling wood. Her captain and crow 
f five men were lost m the terrible dis- 
ster and the body of one seaman bag 
8eD washed ashore near the mouth of 
tie Hampton river. 
It was a little after two o'clock when 
no of the patrolmen from the Walks 
lands' life saving station discovered the 
?reck&go coming ashore. A t that time 
ho wind had rouched the highest point 
t any time dating the night and there 
was a blinding sweep of snow and sleet. 
"he station was notified by 
signals 


nd preparations were made to search 
he beach. Further down the beach the 
oody of a man was found and from the 
wreckage enough was found to learn 
he name of the ill-fated craft. 
There was nothing that could be done 


except care for the body of the dead 
wilor. The body was badly mutilated 
by being rolled about on the beach and 
rocks. It was taken to the hfcsaving 
station. 


It is said fit the lifosaving station that 


the craft probably became stripped of 
masts and rigging bafore she struck the 
shore and drifted helplessly onto the 
rocks. Probably her crew were washed 
nto the sea before she struck. 


The schooner Marj A. Brown was a 


two masted craft of fifteen gross tons. 
Sho was foity-one feet long, with a 
b.eadth of thirteen foot and a depth of 
five feet. Theill-fatedcraftwaslaunched 
at Bath, Me., in 1S7G and was owned 
n Gloucester from which port she 
tailed. 


The master of the Mary A. Brown 


was Copt. Arthur Eldredgo of Glouces- 
ter. Capt. Eidredge was an English- 
man by birth and is well known among 
the fishermen of this port. 
Some say 


that the schooner has earned a ere?/ ol 
us many as eight men ut times. She K 
uppcsed to have had at least six men 
betude the captain. 


But ior the timely assistance of the 


lug Piscataqua there would have been a 
wreck oft York beaeli this morning. A 
three master, with 
her sails carrieo 


away and totally crippled, was trying to 
ride out the storm by anchoring off thf 
Nubble.

message was sent to this city asking fot 
help. 


The.tng Piscatuqna, Capt. Perkins, 


went over to York and by hard woik 
got a line aboard and towed the vessel 
into the lower harbor.

shire's Institution.

management of the state prison has 
been made public. Warden Cox in his 
report says: 


The average daily population for the 


last yekr was 14). 
In 1896 the average 


daily population was 181. 


Probably the most effective induce- 


ment to the convicts to submit bravely 
and patiently to their duties during im- 
prisonment is the law commuting sen- 
tences for good behavior. 


The report of prison finances covers 


two years. The receipts for the fiscal 
year ending Nov. 30, 1899, including 
8946065 cash on hand Dec. 1, 1898, 
were $30,335 09 and the total disburse- 
ments were $22,890.67. The earnings 
for that year were $18,469.14, including 
$16,796.60 from the labor of nonvicts, 
and ihe_total expenses were $19,925 55, 
making the exctm if expenses over 
earnings $1456 41. 


For the fiscal year closing Nuv, 30, 


1900, the receipts, including cash on 
hand of $7464 42, were $26,532.89 and 
the disbursements were $20,931.07. 
The earnings wore $15,956,60 including 
$15,331.22 froai the labor of convicts, 
miking tbo excess of expenses over 
earnings $2170. The total asset* ,Dec. 
1, 1900 were $1C,529 65, a decrease for 
ih* year of $2170.
